Andover’s junior high school project 
reached the 50% completion mark this week, | 
with work proceeding as rapidly as possible.

Four streets in Andover will have new side- 
walks as a result of the state $13,000,000 
bond issue, an allotment of $4593.52 of which 
was given to the town to do with as it wished 

| subject to the approval of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

The new sidewalks are to be laid on the 
west side of Main street, from the Post office 
to School street; Morton street, both sides, 
from School street to Bartlet street; the east 
side of Pashostreet; and the east side of Wash- 
ington avenue. 

The $4593.52 will pay for labor and ma- 
terials on all these jobs. Superintendent 
Charles ‘IT, Gilliard of the Board of Public 
Works and Dr. J. J. Daly, chairman of the 
selectmen, went in to Boston Wednesday and 
they were told that the projects were accept- 
able. They were asked to wait for the arrival 
of the $4593.52 check before starting actual 
work, 

The walks will be of the same construction 
as those built this year on Summer street, 
Florence street, and more recently at the 
Bradlee school. In the last project gutters of 
the same material were built alongside the 
walk. Work on the new lawn there under the 
E.R.A, has been completed.

Work has begun on River road, where a 
gravel sub-base is to be put in this year along 
the entire unfmished stretch to the Tewks- 
bury line. A gasoline shovel and trucks have 
been busy excavating up there prior to laying 
the gravel. Drains are also being constructed,

An extensive study of 280 water supply 
sources in 124 communities in Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts has been started by the State 
Department of Public Works at the request 
of the State Department of Public Health. 
At least one water supply source in Andover 
will be surveyed this fall to determine ele- 
| vation above “mean sea level.’’ 

Commissioner William F. Callahan has 
approved a six months’ program for the 
“local control survey’’ project, to establish 
markers at all standpipes, reservoirs, gate- 
houses, intake stations and pumping stations, 
Several “leveling parties’? will determine the 
exact elevation above “mean sea level” of 
these water sources, 

The request- was made to Administrator 
E. C, Houdlette by Arthur D, Weston, Chief 
Engineer of the Health Deaprtment, who 
| for years has made many studies of congested 
water-supply areas east of Worcester, in- 
| cluding on Cape Cod. Lack of large state 
| appropriations had prevented his making 
certain surveys to obtain some scientific 
data essential to controlling any future water 
supply developments,

It’s hard to imagine just whac criteria 
the United States Post Office uses in 
settling up its postal districts. Everyone 
knows that the Boston postal district 
is huge, with Bostonians able to send 
letters at two cents each to residents of 
many of the outlying communities. 
Nearer at hand, we have the Lawrence 
postal district, embracing North Ando- 
ver and Methuen, the result being that 
the residents of any three of these com- 
munities may reap the advantage of the 
lower rate, while Andover’s citizens 
must pay three cents to send a letter to 
the three neighooring communities. 

No one is very much concerned with 
the three-cent rate from Andover to 
Methuen, North Andover and Lawrence, 
because the only way under the present 
rule whereby the extra charge could be 
eliminated would be to put Andover in 
the same postal district at Lawrence, 
and no one here wants our postal service 
controlled by a Lawrence politician. 
But the Ballardvale-Andoyer situation 
is a really absurd one. The Vale is a com- 
munity which is an integral part of An- 
dover; her interests are ours; her govern- 
ment is Andover’s government; her 
people are Andover people.

Found—the ‘‘Haggis’ 

Ay, mon, we ken now what the “haggis” is. 
For several weeks past, we've wondered at 
the strange expression, “piping in the haggis,” 
that appeared in the publicity for the Cale 
donian market now going on at the Free 
church. Like everything else that is Scotch, 
it intrigued us, and we resolved to find out 
what it meant. 

A very good friend of ours here in Andover 
makes an excellent Scotch dictionary, and so 
we picked up the phone to ask her what 
“piping in the haggis’? meant. Much to our 
surprise, however, she declared she didn't 
know what the term signified saying that it 
must be some sort of expression that “those 
wild Arbroathians” developed. You see, she 
comes from—well, we can’t pronounce it, 
much less spell it, but it’s some place near 
Glasgow, and evidently the customs in the 
various sections of Scotland are as different 
as they are in the various sections of the 
United States. 

But she knew what the “haggis’’ was; she 
didn’t know about the piping part, but the 
“haggis’’ was the stomach of a sheep out of 
which the assorted contents had been re- 
moved 

By this time the “haggis’’ was no longer 
very intriguing. A sheep—well, when their 
hair’s cut and made into a blanket, they’re all 
right, but we don’t particularly crave any 
thing outside the leg and forequarters when 
it comes to eating. 


But our friend remembered it as a really 
delectable dish, one which the Scotch used on 
great celebrations. Still, a sheep's stomach 
well, we like our steak fairly well cooked, but 
we think we'd like a sheep’s tummy rare 
very, very rare, 

A little later our telephone rang again, and 
it was our Scotch friend calling to say that 
she had just looked up “haggis’’ in an old 
Scotch cookbook of hers, and had found a 
recipe for the dish. “Do you know what a 
sheep's pluck is?’’ she queried. After hearing 
us confess our ignorance, she went on to ex-| 


plain that a sheep's “pluck”’ is the liver, heart | 
and lungs. To make the “haggis’’ you cook 


the ‘pluck’? and then chop it all up. Add | 7 


some suet, oat meal, onion, pepper and salt; | 
then put the mixture into the sheep's stomach 
(remove the stomach first, of course) sew it} 
up, and cook it for three or four hours in | 
boiling water. And that, lads and lassies, is | 
“hagwis.” It sounds quite edible, provided 
you weren't thinking of what you're eating. | 

Maybe that’s what the piping is for—may 
be the noise us-—the music of the
